GIZ has been a long time and helpful friend not 
only of ours, but of thousands of purebred Hampshire 
breeders the country over and has just recently been 
selected to head the great Hampshire fraternity na- 
tionally. 


GIZ SHAW, the glad, is an unusually vigorous and 
rugged grower. This super growth and ability to de- 
velop such unusually strong plants, five and six feet 
tall—despite soil, weather and water conditions—stems 
from the fact that GIZ is not a splitter. 


Seldom have we found even the largest jumbo bulbs 
throwing up more than one tremendous plant of healthy 
deep green foliage. Placement is the very best, the 
florets are round and flat, wide open, with some ruff- 
ling. Heavy substance and opens very well when cut 
in bud. 


The color is orange blending to yellow throat with a 
very few pepper spots, tho not enough to detract. 


GIZ SHAW has been test grown by several promi- 
nent growers, including some in Canada. Every report 
has been most favorable. Shown only five times at mid- 
west shows, it has always placed. Was champion seed- 


ling and reserve champion of show; champion seedling at another, two blue and one 
red ribbon. It may not be the most beautiful glad, but its enormous growth is surely 
going to put it on the head table in many shows to come.

Wonderful grower, 
excellent propagator of bulblets which germinates like mad. 
Healthy as a horse, and a little beauty in every way.

CANARY (216) (Statuette X Seedling) (Early) This fine golden yellow 
is ruffled and needlepointed and the florets are of very heavy sub- 
stance. A very pure color indeed, enhanced by a deeper throat. A 
bit taller than some, 38/40” plants, 20 buds, 8 open. Florets 214”- 
3”. Entrancingly airy florets like gossamer that will add glamour 
and distinction to any arrangement. Also a must for the exhibitor 
who wants to win.

CONQUEST (442) (Evangeline X Atlantic) (Midseason) Deep flesh 
pink, deeper throat—a fine self color. Here is an extra fine, all 
round glad. It has excellent plant growth, strong, straight spikes 
48/50”, 18/20 buds, 8 open florets perfectly placed every time. Con- 
quest is a fine color for the florist as it opens well and has lots of 
buds in color and builds spikes a lot like its pollen parent “‘At- 
lantic.”

TONTO (486) (Dusty Miller X Preview) (Early Midseason) One of the 
finest smoky tones varieties to be introduced in the last decade. 


It is a smoky old rose with bright red lower petals, pencilled white. 
A wonderful combination of colors that blend perfectly. Not mud- 
dy as most smokies are. 


Very strong grower about 60” in height and with massive stems 
that look unbelievably big. Spikes always straight. Opens 7/8 
well placed florets out of a total of 24 on 28/30” flower heads. 


Received honorable mention in 1956 and 1957 trial grounds, a sur- 
prisingly good showing for a smoky. Won best seedling in show St. 
Catharines 1958 this attesting to its exhibition qualities. TONTO, 
like its Indian counterpart, can be relied on to produce when the 
chips are down.

A 1958 addition of the ALL AMERICA GLADS and as they 
describe it — regal purple trimmed in white — a rich and distinctive 
color. Five foot spikes, 7 to 8 open round recurved florets — sounds 
interesting and worthy of more than a casual look. 


MAYTIME = (Baerman Fischer ‘57) 70 days 442 


Eight to ten open florets of deep pure pink, offset with an at- 
tractive white throat. Tall somewhat wiry spikes. An attractive color 
and an easy grower. If we had to choose between all of the All 
America Glads, Maytime would be given very serious consideration. 


CARIBBEAN (Baerman Fischer ‘57) 70 days 376 


A nice blue-violet floret, a deep rich violet throat and small 
cream spear create a nice arrangement glad. Sort of a delicate blue 
color is the overall effect. Holds six to ten open on a medium tall 
straight spike of nice proportions. It might be criticized for the color 
of the partially opened buds, but otherwise quite nice. A good one 
for arrangement work where its color is extremely useful. 


ROYAL STEWART = (Pommert ’56) 75 days 450 


Long tall spikes holding eight or more clear light red florets 
on a well balanced spike. Color itself is quite nice, but is somewhat 
reduced in value by the throat marking which could be more attrac- 
tive. For performance, consistently, you will like Royal Stewart. 


APPLE BLOSSOM __ (Baerman Fischer ‘56) 70 days 460 


A corona of cool rose pink, snow white florets, a nice combin- 
ation of colors. Made up alone, they seem to lose a lot of their 
beauty, but with a focal point of darker pink, one can really apprec- 
iate the full beauty of Apple Blossom. A vigorous grower, medium 
heavy in substance, with some ruffling. Holds six or more open 
on a medium to tall spike. We would still list it as a 360 for aver- 
age growing.
